lule  monarchy.  Lord  Acton,  a  leading 
Catholic  layman  of  KnglauJ,  replies  to  Mr 
Gladstone  by  repudiating  the  Vaiicau  de¬ 
cree*. 

Bir  George  Bowyer,  one  ot  tbe  most  em¬ 
inent  and  sahotarly  of  the  English  Catho¬ 
lic*,  •!•<>  replies  to  Mr.  Glad- tone.  He  af¬ 
firms  tbat  tbe  only  difference  between 
Protestant*  and  Catholics,  on  the  twint  of 
allegiance,  la  “  that  the  rule  of  faith  with 
Proteetant*  is  private  judgement,  and  that 
of  a  Roman  Catholic  Is  the  infallible  voice 
of  a  spiritual  authority,  which  we  believe 
A-  be  unuer  a  divine  guidance.”

*•**«■  *»red  nothing  but  the  cab;  that 
they  did  not  demand  nor  did  be  intend 
that  the  amail-pox  shoe  Id  accompany  the 
cab;  that  he  made  no  representation  of 
the  vehicle  being  infected  ;rahd  if  he  bad, 
then  they  oonld  property  maintain  a  suit 
against  him  in  com  they  were  dirnttisfied 
with  the  quality  or  amount  of  tbe  disease 
furnished.  The  London  Coart  has,  there¬ 
fore,  to  decide  whether  the  plaintiff  can 
obtain  damages  because  gratuitous  small¬ 
pox  was  given  without  any  previous  bar 
gain  being  made  in  relation  to  It.

Following 
upon  these  proceedings  the  Getbsemsne 
church  has  withdrawn  from 
tion. 

The  position  taken  by  the  pastor  oi  tb* 
Lee  Avenue  chnrch,  the  Rev.  J.  Hyatt 
Smith,  waa  bravely  maintained  before  the 
Association.  He  claims  to  be  a  Baptist, 
and  to  practice  with  fidelity  the  adminis¬ 
tration  jf  immersion ;  but  he  will  not,  he 
say  *,  undertake  to  exclude  from  the  Lord’s 
Supper  devout  Christians  who  possibly  do 
not  share  in  Ms  Baptist  faith.  He  Will 
leave  every  believer  in  Chriat  who  ap 
proaches  the  Lord’s  table  to  determine  for 
himself  if  be  is  qualified  to  partake.  In 
bis  sermon  following  the  expulsion  Mr. 
Smith  says  : 

“  Tbe  crime  that  we-  are  charged  — ***r 
what  wa*  it  f  Being  loose  in  doctrine, 
touching  th*  communion  question  ;  that 
there  wh*  that  Iweadth  of  charity  In  onr 
house  that  would  allow  a  man  who  waa 
not  a  Baptist,  if  so  be  that  he  believed 
that  he  had  pot  his  trust  to  Jeeua.  to  sit 
down  at  the  Lord's  tabla.
